Lincoln's death, but escaped and 
lived in seclusion under an alias 


for almost half a centuiy. 
Hornaday 
related 
that Allan 
Pinkerton told him pursuers were 
close on the heels of Booth and 
that the latter was forced to take 
refuge in a barn in Virginia. 
"When he as asked to come out 


of the bulding, he appeared at a 
small side door, with his two re- 
volvers raised," Pinkerton related. 
"Sergeant Corbett fired his car- 
bine at Booth, killing the actor." 
'His body was put in my charge," 
Pinkcrton told Hornaday, 'with 
positive instructions to sec that ii 
was disposed of in such a manner 
thert could be no maudlin, senti- 
mental aftermath." 


"Before dawn I had the body 
secreted. 
Booth wore the same 
clothing he had on when he shot 
Lincoln. 
After dark, that same 


day, 
I had the body removed to a 


dock where two men were wait- 
ing in a small row boat. A wide 
board rested on the two cross 
pieces of the boat and on the 
board was laid the body of the 
assassin." 


The boat was headed toward the 
center of the river, the account 
went on, and the body was dropped 
overboard. Pinkerton said he had 
obtained 18 flatirons, which were 
wired to the body to insure its 
sinking. Then the boat was rowed 
to a different pier, the two boat- 
men being sworn to secrecy.

days, its members introduced 9,000 
bills. 


As the members return to work 


from 
their Christmas-New Year 


holiday, they face this mountain 
of printed paper, a number of 
measures, say the bill room clerks, 
which In the past has taken three 
to four months to pile up. 


The house, with more than four 


times the membership of the sen- 
ate, has done the biggest job of 
introducing. 
It has 6,659 bills to 


the senate's 2,419. 


Of the total a scant handful—- 


the fingers on both hands would 
almost add them up—have gone 
even half way to passage. Among 
these is the proposal to increase 
the capital of land banks, passed 
by the house and now in the 
hands of the senate banking com- 
mittee. 


Thousands will die of neglect, 


others will be pushed aside, by 
the emergency program, relief and 
taxation bills. 


So far, since congress met Dec.

t/P)—Louis H. Newburgh, professor 
of clinical 'investigation at 
the 


University of Michigan, announc- 
ed today he had definite evidence 
that fat persons are fat simply 
because they eat too much. He 
contradict* the time-honored be- 
lief that obesity is caused by dis- 
ease or maladjustment. . 


Dr. Newburgh made closely con- 


trolled observations of fat 
per- 
sons in the 
University hospital 
over a period of years and w'as 
able to measure 
accurately the 
amount of food eaten by patients 
and its value in energy. His ob- 
servations showed gains »n flesh 
always followed the 
taking of 
more energy than wa» expended 
in muscular work done by the 
individual. 


Dr. Newburgh claims obese pa- 
tients regularly deceive themselves 
and their physicians by "cheating'1 
in their dieting. If accurate data 
were sceuerd every case of obscity 
would be found to be caused by 
overeating, the investigator claims. 


The physician 
found 
that the 
"easy-going" fat man often is in 
reality not "easy-going" at all but 
an extremely nervous individual 
who finds constant eating a re- 
lief from nervous distraction.

tion law was filed here today by 
T. L. Tyson, Robertson county at- 
torney, who sought an injunction 
against Fred L. Smith, farmer, 
alleging Smith was making ar- 
rangements to plant more cotton 
this year than the statute permit- 
ted. 


The petition asked that Judge 


W. C. Davis of the 85th district 
court issue an injunction prohibit- 
ing Smith from planting in cot- 
ton in 1932 more than 30 per 
cent of the land so planted in 
1931.It asserted that Smith owned 
286 acres of land and as leesee 
controlled another tract of 1,411 
acres, that a total of 1,300 acres 
of the tracts were in cultivation 
and devoted principally to cotton 
growing in 1931.

further that Smith was about to 
plant 1,100 acres in cotton in 1932.
